Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims drawn to a method of formulating the solid dosage form, claims 1-7 and 13, are 
allowed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 8-12 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being impatentable over 
Fletcher et al (USPN 6,074,688) in view of Chen et al (USPN 5,225,204) and Rudnic et al 
(USPN 5,430,021). The claims are drawn to a pharmaceutical dosage formulation where a 
powdered medicament is electrostatically deposited on a polymer carrier. The medicament is a 
powdered thyroid hormone with particle size less than 5 microns, and is substantially free of 
excipients. Fletcher discloses a dosage form where powdered medicaments are electrostatically 
deposited to a polymer. Chen and Rudnic teach powdered thyroid hormones with particles sizes 
below 5 microns. It is maintained that one of ordinary skill would be motivated to follow the 
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suggestion of Fletcher to electrostatically deposit powdered medicament onto dielectric polymers 
in order to control the release of said thyroid hormones. 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 7/6/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the product of the invention reduces the decomposition of the 
thyroid hormone. Applicant argues that the lack of excipients reduces the decomposition of the 
active agents, namely the thyroid hormones. Yet neither the arguments filed, the claims, nor 
specification, provide data supporting how stable the composition is over an equivalent 
composition with excipients. The claims drawn to the composition recite that the medicament is 
"substantially free", this term is not defined by the specification to be anything beyond 
subjective, functional claim language. A showing of how this limitation reduces the 
decomposition of the medicament and of unexpected results from the presented composition 
would render the invention patentably distinct from the prior art. Until such tie as evidence to the 
reduced decay of the medicament can be provided, the claims drawn to the composition, will 
remain rejected as being obviated by the prior art.
